But there is opposition to tlio treaty botli in 


t'lts country and England, ns well as iu the 
colonies. 
The opposition In Kuglaud is po- 


litical. Disraeli. Karl Russell and others who 
have spoken against the treaty, from tlio un- 
authorized reports that reached them, were 
influenced by political and party motives. 
Those opposed to the Ministry make a point of 
attacking every measure and the policy of the 
men in power. The very measures assailed 
by the opposition would bo proposed, per- 
haps, by the leaders of that party if they 
were in power. 
This is the system ol 


political tactics in England. 
We pay little 


attention, therefore, to the opposition to tlie 
treaty by Disraeli, Russell or others iu Parlia- 
ment. Then, the English must grumble at 
everything. However favorable a treaty may 
bo to them the British must be critical and 
must show their national egotism, and this 
even when they desire and intend lo accept it. 
In all international affairs or propositions 
British pretension stands out prominently. 
Yet, apart from the opposition lo the Washing- 
ton Treaty by those opposed to the Gladstone 
government, tho people of England, we 
believe, wiaa to see it ralilled. Not that they 
understand much about it, perhaps; but they 
are aware that it is calculated to settle difficul- 
ties and Co cement the friendship of the two 
countries. 
They, like a largo portion of the 


American people, look favorably at it on this 
principle alone, without thinking much about 
the details. The press of England generally 
approves, also, of tho treaty, partly for the 
same reason and partly because it has the 
sagacity to sec Great Britain will have tlie 
best of the bargain. 


The opposition lo the treaty in this country 


is local to some extent, and is strongest 
among the fishermen of tho Eastern, States. 
General Uuller's letter to Seantor Ames, 
which we published yesterday, shows this. 
The General may bo regarded as the mouth- 
piece of his constituency, the Gloucester 
fishermen, in this matter. lie declares that 
the treaty, if ratified, will ruin the. fishing 
interests of the East and destroy that line 
nursery of our seamen and navy. 
There is, 


no doubt, Borne truth, ia wiiat Us says, though 
he pleads like a skilful lawyer for the special 
interests of his clients on this point. 
Strange 


lo say, too, the colonial fishermen make use 
of tho same argument against the treaty. 
Tuov pretend that the New England fishermen, 
the very people whom General Butler says 
will be ruined, will have the lion's share of 
advantages, and that they, 
the colonial 


fishermen, will be the sufferers.

This curious state of things shows that 
both want to drive a hard bargain and that it 
may be difficult to reconcile them to the treaty 
It must be remembered, too, that there is a re- 
markable feature In the treaty which calls for 
the ratification of that part of it relating to 
the colonies by tue colonists or colonial gov- 
ernments. 
We suppose, however, that the 


imperial government of Great Britain csn, if 
it wishes, force the treaty upon the colonies, 
just as the government at Washington can 
overrule the opposition of the jScw England 
fishermen. 


The hostility to the treaty in the United 


Slates Senate seems to be rather feeble, ami 
-the probability is that it will be ratified, Most 
of the republican Senators are for it, because 
it is tin administration rfleasore, and because 
they hope tie party may be strengthened by its 
ratification.

lesa discussed than any other is, undoubtedly, 
the most important one in it.

belligerents. England has fully enjoyed her 
opportunity. Then, in tlie event of the colo- 
nial possessions of European Towers in this 
hemisphere attempting to throw oft" their yoke, 
and to become independent republics, will not 
the hand? and sympathies of the American 
people be bound up? 
What equivalent do we 


obtain for this compact? Jlay it not provo 
troublesome to us?

uof, apparent/y, oflor tiny very great resist- 
ance to tbe onward march of the government 
forces after they were once fairly established 
within the enceinte. 
The Nationals did not 


hold those positions with the detcrminalion we 
thought they would. They were, no doubt, 
discouraged when they found the tide of war 
setting so strongly against them. 
They were 


probably desirous of getting out of harm's wav 
and appearing as friends rather than the ene- 
mies of the government when the assault was 
made. 
Still there has been some hard fighting, 


A few have resisted stubbornly, but their 
efforts were of no avail. 
They were borne 


down by the masses of troops hurled against 
them, and they only furnished food for the 
bayonets of the exasperated soldiers, who did. 
not listen to the -cry for quarter, aud who 
were in no mood to grant much mercy. 
The 


massacres in some places, in consequence of 
this foolish resistance, have been terrible, as 
we thought they would be, and the streets of 
Paris yesterday must have presented a har- 
rowing sight to those Frenchmen who have 
their country's best interests at heart. We 
are rejoiced that the insurrection is over; 
that, great as the loss of life and destruc- 
tion of properly has been, it is ao greater. 
It might have been far worse, and the city 
might have been almost destroyed had those 
miscreants persisted iu carrying out the plans 
of their leaders. For the latter wj have not 
one word to any. No punishment meted out 
to them can be too severe. 
They should be 


turned over to the army ; their fate should be 
decided by the French soldiers, 
Mercy to 


them would be misplaced, and we are satisfied 
that clemency shown them would be mistaken 
kindness. Now t'uat the war is virtually over 
and peace reigns once more, we hope soon to 
see every vestiga of the past wiped out, 
order completely restored and France once 
more happy and prosperous.

a great yacht race will command au much at- 
tention among our own people as a eimtl.r 
occurrence does amoau the people of England. 
We nve destined to have our muriue Derby 
days, when all will Hock (o see the races and 
lo welcome home the winners. Every clique 
will have its favorite, whose merits and 
demerits will be fully discussed. 
Tar and 


rope yarns will become the favorite topie; 
unshnra and sails will be fully discussed; 
length and breadth of beam will be in every 
one's mouth. In fact, tho races afloat will be 
as popular during their season us races ashore, 
and the regatta course will bo as well and au 
fashionably attended as the course at Jerome 
Park and other places of similar character. 
The excitement that attended last year's yacht- 
ing season bids fair to be cqnallrd this year. 
There are many new vessels to be tried for the 
first time, and no expense or trouble is being 
spared to utake them put their best foot fore- 
most in the hope of gaining a reputation for 
great speed and weatberly qualities. 
We 


shall probably have some foreign yachts 
among us, which will come in the hope of car- 
rying oft" some of tho prizes that will be 
offered to the yachts of all nations, without 
excepting any, and this will servo to enhance 
the interest that all will feel in the success of 
our own vessels, 


In former years our yachts made but one 


short cruise together; this year the caao will 
bo different. 
Besides the regular squadron 


cruise of the New York Yacht Club, an invi- 
tation has been accepted to take part in the 
regatta that ia to come off on the 4th cf July 
at Cape May. This will afford another inter- 
esting cruise in squadron and at aca, wherein 
our magnificent fleet will show to great advan- 
tage. Again, when the Russian Grand Duke 
Alexis arrives he will bo received by ottr 
yachts in sqaadron, and the attention thus 
shown him by our fleet of pleasure vessels 
will be, doubtless, as fully appreciated as if 
the same consisted of national ships. 
The 


latter would be government formality, while 
the former will indicate a hearty welcome on 
the part of the people, which will be, no doubt, 
very gratifying to him. The prizes lhat are 
to he sailed for this season arc numerous.

All the good and all the 
bad weather necessary can ba had in that 
time, aud no one will care, unless bound to a 
warmer clime, to continue in commission 
longer than the allotted period. 


The probabilities are that during the present 


season the cruising ground of the yacht (leet 
may be more extended than heretofore. 
As 


far south ns the civpea of the Chesapeake or 
even further 
may be the southern limit, 


while to the northward and eastward of Bos- 
ton Bay will not be too far for the seagoing 
vessels. The more our yachts are exhibited 
the better it will be for the yachting interests, 
and the more the yacht squadron is carried 
into our home ports taa more excitement will 
bo created. Crowds will flock to see them; 
they will bo visited by those who only know 
what a yacht ia by hearsay; and iu this way 
the season will be passed not only pleasantry, 
but profitably for all concerned. Yachtsmeu 
are sure of 
A hearty welcome wherever 


they 
go, 
and we have no doubt that 


the annual visit of our yacht squadrons -will 
be looked forward to as the event of the year 
at many of those ports whereat they have 
heretofore been strangers. 
Already the dif- 


ferent yachts are being fully prepared for tho 
coaling season. Their white sails are to be 
seen in erery direction, and it is very evident 
that none will be behindhand iu getting ready 
for tho opening regattas that arc announced 
for the coming month. Not only in New York 
harbor, but iu other ports tbe yachting spirit 
is all alive, and the numerous vessels that, 
will bo in commission before the month in 
ended, will be hard to excel in a«y point that 
constitutes a first class yacht.

Sedan, together with all the subsequent events 
in France, it may reasonably be supposed, 
have not materially weakened the devotion ot 
MacMahon to the empire or the fuith of Napo- 
leon, in his great soldier. 


On the l"lh of July, 1S70, the formal 


declaration of war was 8UiV, by the Frenck 
Imperial government to Berlin, and ou the 
23d of July the Emperor Napoleon, in liU 
proclamation, said:—''There 
are 
certain 


momenta In the life of peoples when tko 
national honor, violently excited, imposes 
itself with Irresisl.ible force, 
domiiiate»_ all 


interests and alone takes in hand the directio* 
of the dijstiiiios of the country," and thai 
"one of these hours has now arrived for 
France." In other words, Napoleon wished 
it to

and it is at least true that the French peopla 
shouted him iulo it and urged him to his ruin 
and their own. Ou the 2Stb of July he took 
the IK-ld, and on tho :!lst King William left 
Berlin for tho front. 
At this lime tho army ol 


Napoleon, of :iOl).()00 fighting men, wns dis- 
posed in a semi-circle from the strong fortress 
of Jletz, on the left (the army fronting lha 
Rhine), around to the strong fortress of Stras- 
bourg, on the extreme right and close upon 
the sacred German river. Marshal MacMahon, 
with fifty thousand of the finest and best 
equipped soldiers of the line, held Strasbourg. 
To him was entrusted the important duty ol 
heading the advance over the Rhine. The other 
French columns, extending back to Metz, wers 
to keep the field clear in that direction, and were 
then to follow him. The necessary pontoon* 
awaiting him for crossing the river, Macilahon. 
on the id of August, marched out of Stras- 
bourg, with his fifty thousand men, to open B> 
passage to the Buine and to cross it; but OH 
tbe Gth of August, in the disastrous battle ol 
Wqurth, the whole fuco and plan of the cam- 
paign on the part of the French was changed y 
their whole lino was broken up, and its shat-. 
tered columns were turned right about face for 
Paris, and next day Paris WAS declared in a 
state of siege. 


MacMahou, escaping from the Prussian par- 


suit with. Borne fragments of his army across 
the Moselle, pushed on to Chalons to reorgan- 
ize and reinforce for another trial, while tbe 
rest of the "Array of the Rhine" concen- 
trated above Melz, under Bazaine. 
With 


the crossing of the Moselle, after a sharp 
tight, by tko main body ot" llie German army. 
Napoleon and the Priuco Imperial sought 
safety, and none too soon, by falling back, 
from Metz to MacMahou at Chalons. 
Then, 


after the bloody battle of Gravelotte and Uis 
shutting up of Bazaine In Metz, and with tha 
advance of the Prussian Crown Prince toward 
Chalons, 
MacMahon 
and 
the 
Emperor 


rctrealed, and so on, from point lo point, witk 
tbe approach of the Germans, to Mt'zierea 
and to Sedan. 
We know what happened at 


Sedan; but had not MacMahon. been disabled 
in that battle it is possible that he might hav« 
saved the Emperor from capture and Paris 
from the rCTOlution which followed. 


Tims intimately associated with Napoleon 


from the beginning to the end of his struggle 
with the German armies, it ia difficult; lo 
believe that MacMahon, from his present posi- 
tion as the master of the French situation, la 
not thinking of the ways aud means for tho 
restoration of his Emperor or his Prince Impe- 
rial. The alrocHitfS of the Paris Commune, 
on the oilier hand, including the deatruclioa 
of tho VendOme column, have prepared eveir 
Paris for the imperial restoration. We hardlj 
expect, however, a coup d'tta-t from Mao- 
Muhon in favor of the empire, or an immedi- 
ate movement in this direction by M. Thiera 
and the Assembly. 
They have first to rostora 


order in Paris, and next to look about them 
to see how the popular wind of France is blow- 
ing ; and, meantime, MacMahon, a loyal sol- 
dier, 
will probably await the shaping oi 


events.
